of seeing two of the first tragic actors of the day, whom fate had hi- 
therto appeared to have kept asunder in their profession, brought in 
contact in one of the most powerful of Suaksprare’s Plays. We well 
remember our squeeze on the first night of their united performance, 
and felt happy to have two elbows pressing on our ribs, and back and 
front jam'd between a fat old gentleman, and a rather troublesome

COVENT GARDEN THEATRE—CHANCERY SUIT. 

A suit has been commenced against the present Conductors of this 
Establishment, instituted by Mr. Cons7, a creditor of the theatre, 
the object of which is to set aside the agreement entered inte between 
Me. Harris, and Messrs. Witterr, Forres, and Kemare. Mr. 
Harz, Counsel for Mr. Const, stated, that the agreement alluded 
to was to pay Mr. Harris a net rent of £10,500, in lieu of the pro- 
duce of his five-sevenths, Messrs. Forses, Wittert, and Kensie, 
undertaking to hold the theatre on a repairing lease, to pay the sa- 
laries of all who derived a subsistence from it, to pay all incidental 
taxes, and after disposing of the property for the period mentioned, 
to deliver up the »remises and all their contents when the term ex- 
pired. Mr. Hart observed that there was in this contract, no pro- 
vision for the debt, which ought to have been the primary object of 
the agreement, but that three or four of the proprietors combined in 
1821, and undertook to pay the before-mentioned rent to Mr. Harris, 
and to assume an entire dominion over the property. He objected to 
this assumed power, and prayed the Lord Chancellor for an Injunction 
to the different Proprietors of this Theatre, to restrain them from 
selling or disposing of their respective interests or shares. ‘The Lord 
Chancellor has yet to make his observations.
